; Conference With Communists. 


Cawnpore, Dee, 24, 

The Indian National Congress'on 
Dec. 26th will be presided over 
by the poetess Mrs. Sarofinl 
Naidu, who waa given an ovation 
by crowds on arrival from Bombay. 
- The Majority of the crowd wore’ 
mill-made clothes and. theré was 
evidence of Khaddr, or hand-woven 
cloth, for the spread of which, Mr. 
(Gandhi is labouring, although al] 
the leaders appeared in hand- 
woven clothes in accordance with 
the Congress rules. 

The motions to be submitted to 
Congress include proposals for 
Swaraj outside the British Empire, 
the boycott of British goods, and 
the dissolution of the Swarajist 
party in order that the Congress 
itself might, cerry out the pro- 
gramme of the Council’ on more 
approved lines, It Is considered 
doubtful whether the motions ad- 
yocating complete independence 
and’ boycott of British goods will 
find much support. Meanwhile 


Mr. Jayakar, 2 Bombay Swarajist,

London, ‘Dec. 24. 
“As its purpose’ appears wholly 
to have failed,” Convention Six of 
the Hague, adopted on October 
18th, °907, relative to the status of 


brenk of hostilities, has been 
denounced by the British Govern- 
ment in a despatch to His Majesty’s 
representatives abrond, signed by 
Sir Austen Chamberlain on Dec. 
18th, 1925. 

The despatch says the object of 
the Convention was to introduce 
uniformity of practice into the 
treatment by belligerent states of 
enemy merchantmen in. foreign 
ports on the outbreak of war, which 
were dppropniated by the govern- 
ment concerned, which was diffi- 
cult to reconcile with the attitude 
of the Powers at the Hague in 1907, 
and with the provisions of the Con- 
vention., Owing to a decision by 
the Privy ‘Council, the British 
Government is debarred from 
adopting a similar practice, 

The despatch concludes by point- 
ing out that of tho Powers signa- 
tory te the Convention, seventecn 
have failed to ratify it, Germany 
and Russia ratified it with impor- 
tant reservations. The United 
States has not signed it at all.— 
Reuter.

The object of the trip is, how- 
ever, to establish more intimate: 
relations Between the Ilongkony 
University Union and ‘the Uni- 
yersity’s Returned Students Union 
in Shanghai. With this aim some 
such undertaking os the -present 
has been kept prominently in view 
for some time past, but until row 
has net proved practicable. + 
Hongkong University repre- 
sentatives also look forward ‘to 
making the acquaintance of the 
students of Shanghai. : 
Benefactor's Munificence. 
The iden of such a. visit to 
Shanghai was suggested first by 
the then Secretary (now Chair- 
man) of the H. K. U. U.S. in 1923, 
The committee of the “Union 
Socicty was immediately enthusl- 


‘lactic, but lack-of funds prevented 


the scheme being carried furthe:, 
until this year., A month ago 
this year’s chairman of the Union 
Society (Mr. Mar Char-zur) ap- 
proached the Hon, Mr. R. U. 
Kotewall - with the object of 
raising the sum of $2,000, -the 
bulk of which Should be spent, 
on this undertaking.’ The  sul- 
scription list, however, did ‘not 
travel far, Sir Paul Chater hand- 
somely subscribing the entire sum.

London and Puris ta Rio do 
Janeiro and Buonos Airos in 


Pseven or eight days, with only 4

and London to Paris in‘ throe 
hours without any of the discom- 
forts of crossing the Channel with 
its choppy waves.” 

All that could. bo possible hy 
two feats of engineering. which, 
unfortunately, wore sidetracked 
hy th» war. Theso include tho 
building of a tunnel under tho 
Channel at its narrowest point, 
from Calais to Dovor, the con- 
struction of a similar tunnel 
under the. Straits of Gibrultar. 


Fifty thousand men could be 
employed during ton ‘years - at 
these tasks which would require 
financing to" tho extent of more 
than a billion francs.: But the 
eventual saving of time would be 
Breat, for the crossing of the 
Channel would be reduecd to 
twenty-five minutes and the 
Straits to twenty ininutes, 


The plan of tunnelling undér 
the Channel came near to realiza- 
tion a few. years before the war. 
Con'mercially, it would advance 
tho relations of Britain with the 
Continent to a great extent.’. It 
would eliminate the double hand- 
ling of freight at both sides ‘of the 
Channel and a ‘train made up in 
England could carry its doad to 
any place on tho Continent, 


The question of tunnel ing the 
Straits’ of Gibraltar was brought 
up first by a French engincer 
named Berthier in .1898. He 
pointed out that trains from Paria 
and London conld travel directly 
to Dakar, which . would — be 
developed into’ a great port from 
which lines of stoamships would 
radiate to the principal ports of 
South America. Three days on 
land and five days at sea would 
confiect London with Buenos 
Aires. 

This tunnel would be 25 
kilometres in length, but the

LIGHT RAY AT WORK. 


ELECTRICAL IMPULSES 
PRODUCED. — : 

Based upon a‘principle which 
revolutionized scientific thought, 
a dovico which utilizes the me- 
chanical power of light rays and 
opens the way into ‘ar entirely 
new field of development has been 
made-in the Resoarch Laboratory 
of the Westinghouse Electric and 
Manufacturing Company, Enst 
Pittsburgh, Pa. 

Tho device is very simple. Tt 
consists of a Tadio. tube of a 
highly special character, and or- 
dinary door bell circuit, and an 
automobile headlight. The light 
from the headlight is concentrated 
upon the tube and under those 
circumstances an electric current 
flows through the plate for tele- 
phone! ‘circuit of the tube which 
holds open a switch in the bell 
circuit. With, however, the 


|slightest interference in the in- 


tensity of the illumination of the 
tube, such as is caused by the 
shadow: formed by a whiff of 
cigarette. smoke, tho current in 
the tubo’s plate circuit decreases, 
the switch closes, and "the bell 
rings, . ates 

The discovery of the principle 
on which this device is based 
was one of the truly startling 
scientific events, since it altered 
prevailing ideas on the structure 
of matter and upset the classic 
wave theory of light. ne 

It wos found that when a ray 
of light falls upon certain metals 
especially those of the so-called 
alkali group: such a: sodium, 
and pétassium, «a stream of 
electrons is forced out. The 
electron stream, as everyone with 
a knowledge of radio engineer- 
iug knows, constitutes an electric 
current. The current thus pro- 
duced is very small, -but by suit- 
able amplifying apparatus its 
presence can be. demonstrated 
through various laboratory experi- 
ments, : : 

This “ photo-electric” effect, 
because of the minuteness of the 
current, has heretofore remained 
a scientific curioxity, but through 
the invention of V. K. Zworykin 
of the Westinghouse Electric 
Research Laboratories, East 
Pittsburgh, it has now becorie 
possible to apply it practically. 


“IN PRACTICAL USE, 

Mr. Zworykin’s invention con- 
sists in adding a photo-clectric 
element to what is practically a 
standard radio, tube, The tube, 
is’ elongated, and the electron- 
ag potas- 
sium is coated on the inside of 
the bulb. “When light falls upon 
the sensitive coating, a flow of 
electrons is established, and this 
current is, utilized to contro! the 
plate (or telephone) circuit of the 
tube. ij 

By suitably © selecting the 
electrival characteristics of the 
tube and the accompanying A, B 
and, C batteries, Mr; Zworykin 
produces a device in which no 
current will flow through the 
tube’s plate cirnil when the 
sensitive metal film is in dark- 
ness, but as soon as light strikes 
this film the electrical barricr 
preventing the flow of, current is 
removed and the current sill flow 
through the plate circuit of the 
tube in proportion ‘to the in- 
tensity of the tight falling upon 
it. : 
In daylight or under an electric 
light the current flow thus pro- 
duced is ‘sufficient te operate a 
standard telegraph relay, which 
turn can he arranged 
to control electric or other 
Apparatus to‘ any desired ox- 
tent. By reversing connections 
the effect of the operation of the 
tube can be reversed, so that it 
will produce current in darkness, 
prevent current flow 


AS A FIRE ALARM, . 
The device. is usoful as a fire 


‘lalarm in such places as the holds 


of ships, automatic unattended 
electrical stations, stora rooms of 
buildings and other places: At 
the loast suggestion of smoke, duo 
to overheating from any cause,an 
alarm can be sent out by both 
radio and wire to any desired 
number of stations. ; 

In addition, this samo dovico 
can bo used in connectign with 
variations of light for,’any pur- 
pose, such as tho exact scientific 
matching of colours, the detection 
of flaws intinplato and textiles, 
the turning on of street lights at 
twilight and oxtinguishing them 
at dawn, and for innumerable 
other applications. . 
' The roaction of the Zworykin 
tubo to light variation is oxtra- 
ordinarily rapid, heing on the 
order of one-hundred thousandth 
of a second, and since, when in- 
corporated ina suitable circuit, 
it will send out radio impulses of 
any desired froquoncy in direct 
proportion to the .camount of light 
falling upon it, it opons the way 
for developments into an entiroly

WILL IT CAPTURE’. 
LONDON? 


With the new- dancé”soason 
woll undor way, the, big charity 
balls, planned, clubs, cabarots, 
and restaurants crowded with 
dinner and after-theatre dancers, 
and scores of small private dances 
arranged for the next-two months, 
it is possiblo to survey tho pro- 
gress of the new tango and its 
prospects, comments the dancing 
correspondent of a London paper. 

How hasit been reccived? Is 
it a suitable measure for English’ 
ballrooms? Can the. bands play 
the somewhat difficult music? Do 
novices experience overwhelming 
difficulties? These are question 
to which the waitres-—who have 
to translate the dance vogue into 
torms of profit and loss—have 
been s¢oking answers, . And the 
consensus of opinion to date is 
that with shrewd and patient 
guidance the tango. will win o 
placo vin ‘the dance programme, 
although it will be long before it 
filtets into privato ballrooms as a 
regular member of the English 
dance family. eis Se 

It has not yet become alluring. 
It does not yet intoxicate and 
fascinate, like the foxtrot—set 
shoulders moving and toas tap- 
ping to an inescapable rhythm. 
But, then, at* first the foxtrot 
music 
then, and rough stuff it was— 
did not capture the million. It 
required getting used to, The 
ear and physical chords did not 
vat oneo respond ¢asily. And it 
is the same with the tango, only 
more so, At first the music, with, 
its monotonous, steady rhythm, 
‘its apparently unnecessary loud- 
ness und unvarying timbre, only 
bores, because the unacctistomed 
muscles cannot instinctively 
translate it inlo terms of physical 
response. : “yt 

SPECIAL BANDS. 

Foxtrot bands seldom play the 
tango in such a manner as to 
allure the dancers. The authentic 
tango instruments—guitar, man- 
do lin, concertina, heavy violin— 
are needed to distil'the essential 
tango atmosphere into the ball- 
room.’ They have found at the 
Savoy that the tango band, 
brought over from Paris and ‘the 
Cannes and Deauville Casinos, 
has ‘increased the tango crowd 
more than 100 per cent. in a 
month. Most of the other fashion- 
able places cither have their 
tango bands now or are getting 
them over; and J have noticeda 
marked increase in the number 
of tangoing couples on. all the 
floors where the tengo is a re- 
gular item in the dance pro- 
gramme. .The broadcasting of 
tango music and of tango talks— 
and even ofinstruction—muat all 
have had an influence. 

The varioug difficulties. anti- 
cipated’ seem -not to have 
materialised to any great extent. 
Between finished deftness and 
competent movement only there 
is a great gulf; but,still, one sees 
an astonishingly smal! number of 
awkward tangoers. Mr. Scott 
Atkinson, who won, the world’s 
tango championship, told me 
that the steps cam be wequired in 
three minutes,but that it takes 
same little time ta get into the 
swing of the tango rhythm. Miss 
Nancy Bramall, who won’ the 
foxtrot championship, and may 
be said to represent the foxtrot 
dancer's outlook on the new 
dance, opined that ® season's 
tango dancing should make the 
dance as easy and pleasant to 
do, as natural indeed, as the 
foxtrot is now. Myr. Maxwoll 
Stuart and Miss Barbara Miles, 
the world’s foxtrot champions, 
who have been - demonstrating 
the stops for the cinema, think 
that overytbing depends upon 
the bands. There are very good 
tango pieces—most by French 
composers, 2 : 

. When it came over here tenta- 
tively in 1922 tho now tango had 
fourteon steps. Those wero cut 
at tho beginning of this season 
to five; and now one, tho lace 
atep, has by gonoral consent been

_ “ARMS” SWINDLE. 
CONTAINING BRICKS 
AND STRAW. 


Details aro novailable of the 
amazing alleged swindle of 
Chinese by forcigners: who pre- 
tonded to sell thom arms, purport- 
ed to be in cases which - wore 
found to contain bricks and straw. 
The cases are now in the hands | 
of the police, raports tha North~ 
China Daily News. : 

It appears that at 5.30 on the 
evening of the 9th instant a lorry 
and. four coolics was ordered to 
proceed to an address in North: 
Honan Road, Shanghai. The 
lorry was met by o tall foreigner 
and some Chinese standing on tho 
footpath outside the house, From 
the rear entrance of an alleyway 
house tiear at hand the coolies 
Temoyved on.to the lorry 12 wooden 
eases. The-coolies’ servicos were 
then dispensed with, : 

.Tho driver was told..to go to 
Haskell Road. Here artother 
foreigner, aged about 40 years,.of 
small stature and with « moust- 
ache, got into a small covered 
cur, The two vehicles, with the 
lorry in front, drove off in the 
direction of Jcasfield railway- 
station. When just past Nanyang 
University gate, the driver of the 
lorry was told to stop, while. the 
motor-car went.on, pulling up 
furthe down Siccawoi Road. 

At this point apparently all 
would have gone well had it not 


‘been for the loquacity of the Chi- |" 


nese clietits, The foreignor held 
a noisy consultation with them. 
Eventually the driver was told 
to goon to Hungjao, Ax he was 
turning into Hungjao Road from 
Avenue Haig, the foreign passen- 
ger and his Chinese friends jump- 
ed off the lorry. Whether they 
got into the motor-car “or wore 
chasing it,” the lorry driver was 
subsequently unuble to say. The 
lorry returned to its garage. 
When employees of the garage 
opened the cargo it wus found to 
consist of bricks and straw, tight- 
ly packed. ; 

It is believed that when thé 
foreigner on board the lorry jum- 
ped off it he was endeavouring to 
escape to the car, in order that 
the Chinese might not: ill-troat 
him on discovering that they had 
been swindled.
